TWIN FALLS - Today's dinner ot 
turkey, ham' or other traditional 
Thanksgiving fare doesn't come to the 
table without a lot ot work on the.part 
of the family cook. ■ 

It may be a consolation to some 
weary cooks If they consider Erika 
Mumm's labor- on Thanksgiving Oay- 
to prniare two separate dinners that 
feed about 60 people. 

Mumm, who cooks dally for the 
prisoners In both the county and city 
Jails, says she likes to cook. Preparing 
- three turkeys and a ham for her two 
Thanksgtvln g .dlnnerg doesn't bother 



herabir 

"I love to cook, and after six years 
of this (cooking Jail meals), it ]ust 
comes natural," she says.- 

She will be at work in the Court- 
house's fourth-floor kitchen at 7 a.m. 
today, preparing her first holiday 
feast for about 45 county Jail inmates 
and five to seven city prisoners. 

"I twught a second turkey to make 
sure I have enough for all of the 

Srisoners. This is the most prisoners I 
ave had for a Thanksgiving In the six 
years I have been here." 

Each prisoner receives turkey, 
dressing, potatoes, gravy, lello salad, 
camt and celery sticks, and hot rolls, 
followed by pumpkin pie and coffee. 

"I have to leave out the vegetable 
because there Isn't room on the plates 
we use at the Jail," she says. "And 
Btoce I have to eliminate something, 
the vegetable li 'probably the least 
. rtvbrlte."

"I enjoy the cooking. I don't care for 
doing the dishes, but the cooking Is not 
reid^work,"She8ay8.

As (or the clean-up work, the pris- 
oners are required to clean their own 
plat^ and Mumm just pops tbem into 
the dishwasher. At tiome, well, maybe 
some Ihou^trul relative will take 
over the chore. 

On Wednesday, Mumm was baking 
her dozen pumpkin pies and making 
about five dozen cinnamon rolls. The 
prisoners have homemade cinnamon 
roils eVftuy Wednesday: : 

But it isn't that she Is trying to 
provide them with a luxury Item; It's 
iess expensive to make them than 
buy, and she operates on a tight 
budget. 

-"We ran 91,400 over the budget this 
year, but part of this was bteause of 
more prisoners than anticipated dur- 
ing the year and the Increase in neariy 
all food Items," shesays. 

Mumm does the buying, as well as 
the cooking, and she watches the 
pennies but buys good food. And the 
prisoners rarely complain about her 
cooking, says Sheriff James Muon. 

She says the only complaints she 
has heard are from a few prisoners 
who say the meals are not nutri- 
tionally balanced - too many 
potatoes and bread. However, she 
says that South Central District 
Health specialists check her menus 
every year, and she does not vary 
them from week to week because of 
costs. - - . 

In addition to cooUng the prisoners' 
regular two meals Wednesday and 
fixing the cinnamon rolls, Mumm was 
able to get the two turktvt ready for 
baking. 

'H may come in a little early In the 
morning and prepare celery and car- 
h)t sticks, andstart the dressing," she 
san. 

Then, It will mean Just putting the 
turkeys In the ovens at the rightllme 
and fix ing the trimmings.

Nuclear arms silence broken 

Disarmament talks will resume in Geneva

After a silence of two-and-a-half 
years, East-West talks on halting the 
nuclear arms race resume Monday in 
Geneva. 

A new U.S. team will present Presi- 
dent Reagan's "zero option" for 
keeping Europe free of the missiles 
that could .destroy the continent's 
ancient capitals. » 

The talks follow a month of the 
biggest demonstrations since Worid 

- War II In Europe, with half a mllllan- 
persons cramming Amsterdam on 
one day and other throngs Jamming 
Paris and Bonn to demand that NATO 
not deploy nuclear weapons In West 

... German'y, the Netherlands, Italy and. 
Britain. 

Tho United States and the Soviet 
Union last met In Vienna In.June 1979 
with then President Carter and 
Leonid Brezhnc\' signing the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty, since 
shelved by the Reagan administration 
after the Senate never acted on it; 
That SALT treaty, and the years of 
—talkaieadlngjQJLdealLwiyiJImlting. 
strategic, or Intercontinental, 
missiles carrying nuclear warheads. 
The talks in Geneva Monday deal with 
Soviet medium-range missiles aimed 
at Europe and the U.S. missiles meant 
to oppose them. 



The talks on the intermediate, or 
Theater Nuclear Force, weapons 
stem from a NATO decision In De- 
cember I979..whenj^tlantlc alliance 
nations agreed to' Install Pershing II 
and Cruise missiles to counter Soviet 
SS-4, SS-5 and SS-20s on condition the 
two superpowers first negotiate 
limiting the weapons. 

In the argot of missile diplomacy, 
that decision-war termed the "two- 
track" approach - talks before de^ 
ployment - and the Geneva talks are 
_ a fulfillment of Europe's wishes. — - — 

The Geneva talks come after a 
fast-paced two weeks of offers and 
counter-offers. First President 
Reagan called tor a "lero option" to 
keep Europe free of intermediate 
range weapons. Then Brezhnev of- 
fered to dismantle or move 
"hundreds" of missiles If the U.S. 
froze deployment and production of 
newnuclearweapons. 

Brezhnev, 74, whose health has long 
been a worry. Journeyed to Bonn to 
make his offer, which he called a 
"gesture of good will" and a "sub- 
^Etantial.new element:"-— — 

U.S. Presidential Counselor Edwin 
Meesc . called Brezhnev's offer to 
dismantle some of Its launchers in 
exchange for a mutual nuclear 
moratorium "a step in the right 



dh^tlon ... a hopeful sign that they 
too will negotiate in good faith." 

But'sometibservers scoffed at the 
moratorium, noting that in 1978, the 
Soviets also called for a moratorium 
to get talks started. At that time 
Moscow had SO Europe-targeted SS- 
2Ss, carrying three nuclear wartieads. 
But now they have 270. Each warhead 
has a force of 150,000 tons of TNT - 
seven timet the force of the 
Hiroshima bomb. 

In terms of numbers, the United 
-States- contends-RuBsla-leads In-ln— 
terinediate launchers 2,4B0 to 924 and 
In warheads 3,687 to 1,229. Moscow 
claims it has 1,031 launchers to 1,035 
for NATO, but the Kremlin counts 
missiles on submarines and planes 
themselves. 

At Geneva, the substance of talks 
will deal with the United States plans 
to deploy 572 warheads on 108 
Pershing II and Cruise missiles to 
counter the Soviet S&«ries weapons, 
numbering more than 600 rockets. 

V/esi German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, who played ttoet to Brohnev 
in Bonn, failed to win the Soviet leader 
over to Reagan's Idea of scrappbig all 
Intermediate-range missiles - In 
Europe but said the Soviet side "has 
recognized the necessity of com- 
. promise."

MANIU. PhUIpplnei .(UPI) - 
Typhoon Irma.spawned a tiller tidal 
wave that leveled a village and killed 
47 people, railing the overall death 
toll In the storm to 83, the Philippine 
government radio said ThurKlay. 

The Armed Forces Office of Civil 
Defense said 47 people were killed, 37 
people were Injured and 70 othen 
were missing after a giant wave 
Tuesday struck the town of 
Benagaspasan In Camarlnes Sur 
province, ISO miles southeast of 
Manila. 

The province faces the Pacific 



Ocean .and was In Irma's path when 
the storm struck with powerful peak 
wIndsoflSOmph. 

Thctypboon crossed coconut and 
rlce-produclng provhices on'the main 
Philippine Island of Liizon Tuesday 
end blew out bito the South China Sea 
Wednesday, where It weakened Into a 
storm. 

Reports reaching Manila said 
almost all bouses in Benagaipaian 
were deatroyed.-Gurvlvors appealed 
for en emergency airlift of food, 
medicine and clothing ii trans* 
portitlon ficllltlei were destroyed. 



Irma uprooted trees and cnpt. 
blew down houses and . power and 
communlcatlonB poles, washed away 
bridges and triggered massive flood- 
ing that rendered more than 80,000 
persons homeless. 

The extent of damage wu not 
immediately known because many 
towns In the provinces remained 
Isolated. ^ 

Most of the earlier 38 deaths re- 

Birted were cauied by drowning, 
ying debris and toppling houses. 
Irma wii the strongeit typhoon to 
hit the Philippines since eeii^Bgjmed 
more than MO people In October:970.

WASHINGTON (UPU - A new survey ot 100 American 
cities reported Wednesday that federal budget cuts Have 
caused employee layoffs, triggered tax Increases and 
reduced public services In many others. 

Tlie survey, titled "The FYSZ Budget and the Cities." 
was conducted for the U.S. Conference of Mayors to 
measure the Impact of President Reagan's budget cuts. 

"The picture that_emergcs^s stark," said the rcpc

The survey asked cities for the effects of federal cuts on 
public transporUtlon, housing and community devel- 
opment, public assistance, waste water treatment pro- 
. grams, education, public Jobs, parks and recreation

It found the cuts "are Imposing Immense burdens on 
city budgets, resulting In massive layoffs, service reduc- 
tions, tax Increases and postponement of needed capital 



Investments." 

The curtailed flow of money from Washington has 
forced Denver to "almost totally" defer capital spending 
for "badly needed bridges and waste water drainage."

The survey also concluded Reagan's "new Federalism"

"Mayors arc wrestling with federal cuts at the same 
time that they are wrestling with the effects of a 
recession, with tight money and with rising unemploy- 
ment," said Helen Boosalls. the mayor of Lincoln.

" I fear for our cities if the administration Is able lo get 
Ihe latest round of budget cuts It has proposed." 



Comedian Albertson dies

He won a Tony Award for his role as 
the angry husband and father in the 
stage production of "The Subject Was 
Roses." In 1968 he played the same 
role in the screen version of the play 
and was awarded an Oscar. 

A frequent guest star on many 
television series, Ablcrtson.won his 
second Emmy in 1974 for his appear- 
ance on a segment of the "Cher" 
variety show.

He also had continuing roles In 
several other television series, in- 
cluding "The Thin Man" with Peter 
Lawford, "Ensign OToole." "Room

Locke." 

His other Broadway credits include 
the opera "The Cradle Will Rockl" 
and such plays as "Top Banana," 
with Phil Slivers, and "High Button 
Shoes."

Albertson was proud of his role as e ■ 
characlcraclor. 

"There's always been an advantage 
to playing character roles." he said in 
an interview.

Bosque Is suspected of pulling off 
the robbery by tricking lour fellow 
Brink's ffiiaris Into leaving him alone 
w ith an armored car following a cash 
pickup from Hawaii at San Francisco 
International Airport. The robber fled 
in the vehicle, later changed to a car 
he commandeered and vanished. 

Asked if the itiward money led to his 
capture. FBI spokesman Tom An- 
derson said: 

"Several of Bosque's friends t 
acquaintances were Interviewed In 
the course of the investigation, but 
we're not going to be any more 
specific as to who gave us what 
information." 

The suspect bad only $100 on him 
when he surrendered without a 
struj^le lo arresting agents. The FBI 
would not say what part of the loot 
might bo recoverable but one agent - 
said Bosque was "living high, on a 
scale equivalent to what he took."

Argentina: Mostly millionaires 



BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (UPl) 
— Almost everybody in this bankrupt 
yet rich a^cultural nation is n 
millionaire. As of Wednc^ay they 
have a bill to prove It. 

The Central Bank, after three 
months of embarrassed hesitation, 
paired onto the market thousands of 
one million pesos bills, worth about 
$89 each. 

-The first attempt to print up the one 
mlllloh pesos blll^, believed (o be the 
lajTgest denomination bill in the world, 
was an $800,000 boondoggle. 

Sixteen million of the new one 
million pesos' bills, printed up as 
inflation had reduced the purchasing 
p<^wer of other bills, were ready to hit 
tbf street when a question popped up. 

On the back of the bill, which would 
have been worth about SlOO, was a 
rendering of an Argentine-Uruguayan 
don). Central Bank authorities asked 
the Foreign Ministry roughly the fol- 



lowing: 

"Does It matter that the Uruguayan 
shore Is In the foreground of the 
rendering of the dam project and the 
Argentine shore is practically uii* 

seen?" 

The Foreign Ministry quietly an- 
swered yes and demanded that the 
bills, printed at & oost of $800,000, not 
be put Into circulation. Since then,, 
little has been seen or heard of the 
original bills. 

In four of the last five years of 
military government Argentina has 
won the world's Inflation title, having 
the world's highest annual Inflation 
rate. In 1980 the rate fell to a mere 87 
percent after five years of trlple-di^t 
Inflation. 

President Roberto Viola's- regime, 
white having talked about reduced 
public spending, does not have an 
anti-lnflatlon program. The regime 



Just keeps printing money Indiscrimi- 
nately, Increasing the amount In 
circulation by up to 25 percent a 
montfi. 

"We're all poor millionlaires." said 
an old, mustachioed, newspaper 
vendor recently. For the newspaper 
vendor, hopelessly confused by the 
ever-changing .value of money, the 
• two Sunday newspapers he had sold to 
a customer were worth one million 
pesos. 

But those were old pesos. In 1969 the 
government created the "new pesos," 
removing two zeros from the old pesos 
bills. Thus, one million old pesos 
equals 10,000 new pesos, the amount 
with which the newspapers had been 
purchased. 

Those same one million old pesos 40 
years ago would have purchased 400 
automobiles, or 200 houses with patio 
and garden. ^

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Jigsaw puzzles: A great gift or acuinse?

' Jigsaw puzzles have been described as the'only human 
ailments that can be sold to their victims: They disrupt 
lives waste time and rob the addicted ot sleep. 
— " And thousands of them will be given away as gifts this— 
■ holiday season. ■ 

A New Jersey psychologist. Dr. Peter E. Nathan, sees 
puzzle addicts as victims of an obsessiveKximpulsive 
personality disorder. It's nothing serious, he said, but you 
wonder. The story Is told ot a New York society matron 
who fired her maid of 15 years tor finishing one for her. 
Another wealthy New Yorker rents three puzzles a week 
so her maid won't leave her. 

Franclne Sabin, a jigsaw Junkie and co-author ot "The 
One. The Only, The Original Jigsaw Puzzle Book" 
(Regnery, 1977) limits herself to two puzzles a year, a ■ 
tribute to the value of her marriage. At least one couple 
has come to terms with the puzzle habit by working 
two-sided pinzles togetlierrhe from under a glass-lopped 
fodcc (able, she from (he fop. 

A Chicago editor tells of a long trlendship that cooled' : 
over 8 weck(;nd visit during which the editor stayed up 
laic Saturday night and finished a huge puzzle his host had 
'*ccn working on for three months. "He pointedly 
observed that I also finished a bottle of Scotch he had been ' 
worklna,on for three months," said the editor, "hut he 
failed to see the connection." 

Dedicated p'uzsJcrs buy plcturclcss puzzles or puzzles 
that have a picture but no clue to what the picture will be 
when assembled. When they finish a puzzle, they break it 
.up. turn the pieces over, and reassemble them face down. 

"Some people are really crazy about these things," said 
Jane Young, an executive at Hallmark Cards, which 
makes Springbok puzzles. "They work them and work 
' them and work them and ask us to please make the harder 
so tltcydoR'l finish Uiem so fast.'.' 

Customers even have, .asked Hallmark to change Its 
dle-cultlng patterns bccause-they have meniorlzed the ■ 
positions ot all the pieces In the Springbok line. 

To the delight of Steve Richardson, a mathematician 
who founded Stave Puzzles In Norwich, Vt:, some people 
spend a fortune to support their addlc(loa..Stave puzzles, 
handpaiiited on rtbbon-striped African mahogany, 'cost 
$750 to $2,500 each and, said Richardson, arc "designed to - 
• bring out the mosochlstin anyone." ." " " " " 

Stave (the word means "break into pieces") puzzles 
Include such devious retincmenls as extra pieces, empty 
spaces, false edges and complicated-word games. Only 
their wit preserves the puzzler's sanity. The bathroom of 
Richardson's 560-plecc "Lacey's Inn" puzzle Includes a 
pieccin the shapcof a ruWicr duck. , 

Some say the most difficult mass-production puzzle is 
the Shmuzzie puzzle. lnvenlcd by a professor Sam Savage 
of the. University of Chicago. It contains only 168 pieces 
but each is precisely the same size and shape. Cut by a 
computer-controlled laser beam, each piece resembles a 
salamander. There are easily a trillion ways to do It 
wrong, said Savage, but only one way to do it right. 

Nothing drives a puzzler crazier than a missing piece. 

"One poor guy wrote in enclosing a diagram- on which 
he had drawn all the surrounding pieces with an arrow 
pointing to the missing piece," recalled Hallmark's 
Young. "Could we please send him another piece? There's 
no way wc can do that." said Young, "because puzzle 
pieces arc not Interchangeable." In other words, your 
(7.50 'Muppet Family" puzzle (Springbok's all-time best 
■Boiler) may well have been cut to a different pattern than - 
your neighbor's $7.50 "Muppet Family" puzzle. 

Richardson can make new pieces for his elite clientele, 
but they don't always make tl ea^or him (o do so. After 
losing a piece, one woman sent baUc the entire puzzle. In

Book" (Dial, $19.95). a new, lavishly illustrated 
paperback packaged with r^roductions of two classic 
puzzlu from the i,!Has._ , . 

The first Jigsaw puzzles, Invented In the I760s by an 
English prinlmaker. John Spilsbury. were beautifully 
handcolorcd maps glued to mahogany or cedar, dissected 

along geographic boundaries and sold "tor the edification ' 
of the young." 

When. In the I7fl03, subjects other than maps finally 
appeared, they were stltl devoted to education. Forbid- 
ding rows ot kings, queens and Old Testament prophets, 
with each small picture beading a list of appropriate facts 
and dales, challenged the young as the dissected maps 
never had. The pieces did not Interlock, nor did the 
pictures overlap cutting lines. He who did nol already 
knowhls prophets couldonlyprny for divine guidance. 

The first puzzle to forsake edification tor amusement 
appeared In 1785 when William Cowper's rollicking poem, 
"The Diverting History of John Gilpin," was published by 
mapmaker John Wallls, The enterprising Wallls also 
pmluccd board games and finally dissected them, loo, 
-and sold them as puizl«s. 

Imporied Jigsaw puzzles first appeared In the United 
Slates in the early I9th century. At least one New York 
firm boasted three games and 10 dissected maps In an 
1823 Issue of the New York Advertiser. 



Only In 1850 — nearly a century after ^ilsbtirj' invented 
them — did the first American-made piizzic appear. 
Anotticr Engllsh-slylc ediricr. lt was called "McCleary & 
Pierce's Geographical Analysis of theTStatc of New 
York." 

By that lime the Germans and Austrlans had learned to 
cut tiny Interlocking pieces familiar to Jigsaw puzzlers 
today, and In 1860 a Philadelphia iniblisher, remembered 
only as S. Wagner, published "Sow Boat Excurskm," a 
handcolored lithograph dissected hi the German manner. 
It was chlldlshly slmple to'solverconsisting'orcnly 12~ 
pieces and packed fully assembled In a box. Other 
Americans continued to cut puzzles in the English style 
and to pack them heltcrskelter. 
"After cardboard was Inymted In the mld-19th century. 
Americans were the first to.inakft:Use.of.lt In puzzles. 
Cardboard was chcilp, and the Americans dissected it in 
thcchcapcst way ~ In straight lines with a guillotine. 

In the 1860s.. along ci^e Milton Bradley & Co. of 
Springfield. Mass., which would bccoilic whSl it Is today . 
— the largest manufacturer of Jigsaw puzzles in America. 

Milton Bradley made puzzle blsloiy almost Immediate- 
ly with "The Model Ship." a detailed picture of a fully 
rigged sailing vessel wllb the name of each part 
Incorporated Into the design, and with "Smoshed-Up 
Locomotive: A Mechanical Puzzle for Boys," Its box 
bearing the image of a hideously mangled steam 
locomotive and a challenge to assemble the pieces into the 
factory-fresh original. 

Late Into the 19th century, puzzles were individually cut 
by hand or with meebanical saws, as expensive 
custom-made wooden puzzles arc today. But the Invention 
of ' the cutting die at 'that time would-soon make 
mass-production a reality. 

Dies are made from hardwood blocks cut into puzzle- 
like pieces with a power Jigsaw. Steel rulcs,.each with a 
sharpened edge, ore bent to fit the configurations, placed 



between the wood pieces, ana the blocks reassembled 
around them. The blocks and protruding rule.! are then 
locked in place and used tost amp out puzzles. 

By the end of the I9th century, the term "dissected 
puzzles" gave way to "Jigsaw puzzles." 

Between mass production and the catchy new name. 
Jigsaw puzzle tever became what one observer called a 
'count rywido craic-for-cardboard.piclure_puzzles_whlcli. 
nearly unhinged the national mind." At one point, 
according to Hannas. more than 2 million puzzles were 
sold each week. 

Many of those came from Parker Brothers of Salem. 
Mass., which In 1909 began cutting Jigsaw. puzzles from 
old masters and modem Kodachromes mounted on 
.^plywood, Parker's classy, difficult "Pastime Puzzles" 
became so popular that tor a'time the company made 
nothing else. "Pastime Puzzles" Incorporated pieces in 
the shapes ot animal's, tools, arms, and legs and, to 
deceive the puzzler, were cut along color lines or patterns, 
with Interior straight edges to mimic border pieces. ■ 

The Jigsaw puzzle craze subsided In the 1920s but 
returned to reach its zenith during the Great Depression, 
when- people were out of work, out of money and 
rediscovered puzzles as a cheap way to kill the hours and 
forget hard times. Millions sat home solving jigsaw 
puzzles, and thousands more found work turning them out 
in one ot the tew Industries that boomed. 

In Chicago, a Tribune reporter who visited a sporting 
goods company in February 19J3 discovered that the firm 
had been making puzzles 24 hours a day and was still 
772,000 puzzles behind In its orders. 

The rich were not immune. In Nevv York. Frank Ware 
and John Henrlqucs who staried a puzzle business 
because they were starving, became the Rolls-Royce of 
puzzlemakers. selling their custom-crafted "Par 
Puzzles" to the Rockefellers. Du Ponts and Vanderbllts. 
and to the Duke and Duchess of Windsor. The Duke's 
puzzles always bad pieces cut in the shape of his four 
Cairn terriers, and the Duchess's Included her initials, 
W.W. 

inevitably, the Associaled Press reporied in 1933 the 
news bt the" worid's largest jigsaw puzzle — 5 feet 1',h 
Inches by 6 feet 9'a Inches - cut from a West Point 
military academy poster. Picrpont B. Noycs, presidenl of 
the Oneida Community, and his nephew assembled' Us 
■ 10,000 pieces In 2,500 hours, the AP reported, and framed 
It as "a lasting memorial to the tenacity and 
perscvcrconccof puzzlffi." 
■■ "Tiro modcrn'rccord,"'occordlng'to "The Gulnncss Book 
of World Records," is a puzzle of 48 feet 1/16 inch by 24 
feet 1/8 inch and 9,111 pieces built by the Army 75ih Field 
Artillery Group at Fort Sill, Okla., in 1975. 

Hie American puzzle industry now turns but 33 to 50 
million Jigsaw piozles a year at prices ranging from 29 
cents for the simplest children's puzzles to $7.50 for the 
best quality cardboard adult puzzles, according to of- 
ficials at Milton Bradley. Bradley's best sellers cost $1.50 
and have 1,000 pieces. " 

if there Is a typical Jigsaw puzzler, says Bradley Vice 
President James Houlihan, It may be a woman 40 years of 
age or more who finds It a therapeutic time waster 
between the end of houseclcanlng and the return home of 
hcrhusbandandchlldren. ' ^ 

An atypical puzzler Is Anne D. Williams oUjefvhiion. 
Maine. She Is not nearly 40 and not a housewife buNtn 
associate professor of economics at Bates College. She 
has been working Jigsaw puzzles since childhood and 
eventually started to collect tliem and to moke her own, 
cutting them from mahogany ona Jigsaw and sellinelhem 

to friends. 

II Is a tricky business, she said. To make intricate, 
interesting puzzles of l,O00 to 2,000 pieces, you need blades 
less than one-thousandth ot an inch think and they break 
every 10 minutes. Williams' largest puzzle - 2,500 pieces 
— took oyearto make. '

If that were the case, gold Jewelry 
would be about half the price now that 
it was sliRlitly more than a year ago. 
when bullion sold for about $800 per 
troy ounce. Today it is in the $400 
ramie. 

"Gold Jewelry prices cannot reflect 
the same daily fluctuations," says 
- Michael I). Roman, an industry 

-.spokesman — 

■ "Gold is Just pari ot the intrinsic 
value,'.' Roman said in an interview. 

Design, labor, craftsmanship, ma- 
terial costs, ovcriiead. the high ^st of 
money and a fair profit - , these 
determine Jewelry prices, he said. 

The price fluctuation ol gold bullion 
docs have an effect, he said, but the 
day-to day changes are so small that 
no Jeweler caii afford to change his 
product prices back and torih. 

It the bullion price jumped S50. he 
satd. a jeweler's increa.sc on a piece of 
jewelrv rnicht bconly $in. 

That's partly because pure gold Is 
too soft for Jewelry making, so II Is 

combined wilh alloys tor strength. A 
14 karat stamp on jewelry indicates 14 
parts gold to 10 paris alloy. Roman 
said 14 and IH kanil are the must 
popular combinations in the U.S. now. 

He suid Jewelers arc coping with 
gold price increases by rtianging their 
technitiuos, .. 



On a tray of jewelry lie showed us 
were earrings, pins and pendants that 
looked likf solid gold but wyre. in fact, 
hollowed out on the back. 

One pair of earrings had a retail 
price of about $49. It tliey were solid. 
Roman satd. they'd prot)ablv cost 
$150. 

Filigree work and other airy- 
looklng designs are being made for 
the same reason, ho said. They are 
iKautiful and less expensive than 
solid gold work. So arc hollow beads 
and chains. 

Ligtitcr wciglil pieces are also more 
comfortable to wear. 

This Is the lime ot year when scam 
- artisls^rc-oncvcry-strGcLCQmcr-=- 
hawklng "gold" necklaces ' whose 
clasp may be the only genuine karal 
gold. 

"Another growing scam, is coun- 
terfeit watches," Roman said. Ttie 
sellers cater lo people wlio are trying 
to save money. ■ 

"When consumers arc cheated our 
people get blamed because we're 
selling jewelry."he said. 

"Beware ot so-called bargains." lie 
said. "Any reduction over 10 percent 
becomes unbelievable," 

Roman said some merchants mark 
jewelry with a ficiiiious original price 
so they-Can'adverttsciit at an im- 
pressive discount and still make a 
profit. 

Jewelry is a popular Christmas gift 
even in these inflationary limes, he 

added. 

"It seems more cxpcn.<iivc 
merchandise is selling better than 

everbefore." 



Kvcn so. Roniun strongly recom- 
mends comiiarison shopping. "Mar- 
keting pressures keep jewelers com- 
petillvc.'hesald.

"Big business," staled Al Nordslorm, vice presi- 
dent of Gabriel Industries, leading toy manufDcturcr. . 

According to No rdstrom, America's fascinatUin_ 
Willi famous names has played a key ivle'ln the world 
of playthings ever since Theodore Roosevelt inspired 
' theTeddy Bear in 1903. 

Since then, toy and game manufacturers have 
increasingly aimed at associating their products with 
wcli-known names of ail Itlnds, including show biz and 
sports celebrities, TV programs, motion pictures, and 
more.

A classic case is the Unc Ranger, s 
great favorite tor generations and now ' equally 
popular, thanks to the success of a Saturday morning 
network TV show, re-issues of the old TV program, 
and a new feature length film. 

Riding on that crest, Gabriel has introduced a 
collection of eight fully-Jolntcd 3-3+s4-inch action 
figures Including the Lone Ranger, Tonto, ba'd guy 
Butch Cavendish, their horses Silver, Scout and 
Smoke, and even Buffalo Bill and General Custer. 

And one of the season's most In-demand new Items 
is Effanbee's limited edition "John Wayne" doll. " 

For toys targeted to a younger audience, long-time 
favorites also benefit from their positive appeal to 
adults. People who grew up with Disney and Sesame

They are Inexpensive and easy to 
make and can be decorated with a 
wide variety of colors and decals. 

Hobby ceramics .is the ./astMt- 

growing liobby in America. Il doesn't 
rc^iuirc cxpcnsi\;e equipment, is suit- 
able tor the whole family and allows 
the beginner to create an unlimited 
number of beautiful orlfilnni gifts al 
low cost. 

Moreover, tho introduction of new 
lechnltjacs and the development of 
new stains and glazes make possible 
many unusual finishes and surfaces, 
allowing for individualized pieces of 
remarkable variety. 

Hobby ceramics is also a form of 
family recreation. Preparing inven- 
tive omamcnls for the Christmas tree 
is a wonderful family activity which 
can be done right at home. 

To begin a ceramic accessory, the 
hobbyist chooses a piece of 



grccnware. the pre-formed ceramic 
Item, at a ceramic studio or workshop 
(Check your local florists if you do not 
have a ceramic studio in your area, i 
Many sludios carry an inventory of 
grcenware. allowing the liobbylsl lo 
licRin a piece af this stage of the 
process, Inslead of having to purchase 
the mold and pour the liquified clay. 

Bui since molds can be used aRain 
and again, hobby ceramlcs.is a (ircat 
way to create a number of gifts for the 
price of one - yet each will be an 
original, because it's hanct-decomted. 
Ceramic studios offer clajwes for 
those who want to learn advanced 
technicjues or start Ihctr own 
workshops al home. 

It's really quite simple. Tlic hob- 
byist cleans the greenware by 
smoothing down the mold marks and 
any undeslrcd surface rouglincss with 
a damp sponge or plastic scourini; 
pad. 

The piece is then tired. In the 
studio's kiln for a small fee, or in a 
low-cost kiln for home use that docs 



not in most cases requi'-c special 
wiring. 

Some hobbyists prefer lo buy 
grcenware that has already been_ 
fired. This grecnwarc, called bisque, 
comes out of the kiln with a matte 
while finish thai the hobbyist can 
decorate with a non-liring g laze or 
slnin. 

The piece Is now ready lo be deco- 
rated with a variety of ceramic colors 
and glazes. If a non-firing stain is 
used, il Is not necessary lo reflro. 
When dry. it Is simply sprayed with 
senilng fixative. Tlie Hem is reody to 
use as soon as it dries. 

A variety of effects is possible: Fur 
or wood textures, marbelizing. em- 
bossing, raised design.^, mclalllcsand 
lusters. Non-toxic stains and glazes 
are urrd for kitchen accessories and 
serving pieces. . 

So ceramics, instead of being a 
complicated exercise of talent, arc 
actually within the reach and touch ot 
every Rift giver.

Mcrklcy said he recently completed n study 
comparing Juvenile crime In 1981 with offenses 
that occurred the year before. 

Tiicrc were DO assaults In isuo, but Merkley 
said six Incidents already have occurred this 
year. 

Two of the assaults were fdonles. which 
Merkley said means the acts were committed 
with intent to harm. 

"I've seen more aggravated assault and even 
rape Itself," Merkley said. 

Further, the report shows that JuvcDlte bur- 
glaries in Jerome have tripled. 

The number Increoscd from five to 15 during 
theone-ycar time span. 

Merkley says he is particularly concerned 
about the violent acts because Juveniles now arc 
being charged under adult statutes for violent 
crimes, which Include murder, robbery, rope 
and assault. — . 

Althougli cases are examined Individually, 
the juvenue statute was amended tn July so that 
it Is now easier to treat Juveniles as adults when 
they commit violent crimes, according to Bill 
Dalling,thccounty'sprosecuUngaUoniey. _ 

Both Merkley and Dalllng say Ihey believe 
amending the Juvenile statute was a wise step 



townnts reducing the crimes, however,

moving toward that trend." Merkley said. 

Under the previous Juvenile statute, Dalllng 
said Juveniles could receive a maximum of 30 
days UclenUon regardless of the crime com- 
mitted. . 

"That's certainly noLpunlshment for rape or 
murder," Dalllng sald.<- 

Because they were aware of lenient punish- 
ments under the Juvenile statute, Dalllng said 
some juveniles would commit serious crimes 
without fear of repercussion. 

Dolling said crimeH>rlented adults also would 
get Juveniles to do tbeir dirty work for then) 
because the risk for Juvenile crimes was not as 
hlRh. 

Changing the laws may help diminish offenses 
because punishments will he more equal to 
crimes. DalllnR said. ' 

Tbe previous ^em, Dalllng sald.'^Ausn't 
been wwMng. Ttey (Juveniles) aren't going to 
be afraid of wing something that wilt get them 
into court if they aren't afraid of what will 
happen." 

Merkley said he believes economic conditions 
are contributing to increased crime. 

In many families, both parents ate forced to 
work ' for financial reasons, wUdt leaves 
teenagers without supervision. Merkley said. 

"With both parents working, kUs are out 
' running the streets," Dalllng said. "There 
aren't a lot of organized acUvJiles or many 
places to go, so they get Into trouble. We've got 



to provide kids with somcUilng meaningful to 

■■do." ■ ■- 

Ailtiough Uicy say Incrciiscd community oc- 
llvlllcs and programs would help reduce Juve- 
nile crime, both Dalllng and Merkley say 
programs and activities are decreasing Instead 
due to alack of funds. 

Because economic conditions aren't expected* 
to change, tbe two oulhorltlcs say immediate 
crime problems must be dealt wllh at home. 

"Parents have got to show kids lha( thc}r, 
care." Dalllng sold. "Too many parents either 
excuse the b^vlorof (their children) or blame 
It on the ^tem, the police or someone else." 

A Jerome social worker said he agrees with 
Dalllng's contentions. 

Teenagers generally don't steal or commit 
othercrimesforeconomlc reasons, according Id 
Ken Patterson, olJeromeHeallJi and Welfare. 

Patterson said teenagers often get Into trou- 
ble In an effort to gain porcntat atlcntlon 
, becausetheyoreallenaled from their families, 
"Parents can ignore their kids, but il's pretty 
bard for them to ignore a call from the sheriff or 
a suminous from the magistrate court." Pat- 
terson said. 

In too many instances. Patterson said parents 
of teenagers involved with crimes put the full 
re«Mnslblllty for a child's behavioral change 
upon tbe child, when. It may be tbe family 
environment that prompted his difficulties. 

Lacic of communication and attention arc 
reasons for some of the problems that lead to 
"crtralnal acts, Patterson said. - - - 
"Kids start qiendbg time outside the home 



because It's iiul a pli-ns.int place, to be. 
Pallcrson bbIiI. 

Merkley said poor communication and in- 
ternal family conflicts can cause teenagers to 
seek euphoric highs (hmugh alcohol and drugs 
because they need to escape uneomlbrtable 
realities. 

More than half of all Juvenile crimes occur 
because teenagers arc experimenting with 
alcohol ordrugs, Merkley said. 

"Coping with these sltualkins can alleviate a 
tot o( drinking and drugs," Mcrklcy said. 

To help avoid confrontations with aulborilles, 
Patterson said families should assess their own 
abilities to communlcalCr and should work to 
overcome any barriers. 

Patterson cIIqs as an example of a com- 
nlunlcatlon problem a father who doesn't tell his 
-vfilldrcn lhat he's Just suffered a 12,000 business 
loss. ' 

"The kids may wonder why dad's been so 
Irritable lately." Patlerson said. "It's belter if 
they know the reason so Ihcy can understand 
lhat dad Is not a tyrannicol person, bul a caring 
and responsible father who Is worried about 
finances." 

If problems arc more serious, Patterson said 
family counseling Is available through the 
Department of HenlUi and Welfare. 

Merkley said be also is ovailablc to help. 

"I'd much rather have parents or kids come 
to me for help than wait until something gets out 
of hand and goes to court." Merkley said. "Help 
- is available if people Just ask for it. That's my 
Job. rmoncalI24hoursaday,"

Camas gets new crop agent

FAIRFIELD — Camas County's 
new agricultural extension agent 
hc^ to use her background In plant 
pathology to help farmen bnprove 
grain and bay yIeMs In. the barsb 
Fairflcldcllmatie. 

Lois Nadolny was raised bi New 
Jersey, but she spent two years In a 
laboratory in Kentucky helping farm- 
ers there Identify diseases afflicting 
tot^acco, alfalfa and cereal "grain 
crops. 

Nadolny earned a bachelor's degree 
In plant pathology in 1975 from Col- 
orado State University at Fort Collins 
and a master's degree two years later 
from tbe University of Wisconsin at 
Madlsm. 



But she believes her practical expe- 
rience In Identifybig plant problems in 
Kentucky and at the Universlly of 
Idaho district extension office in Twin 
Falls was Jusf as valuable, 

"In Kentucky, over a period of five 
nunths, I got to look at over 3,000 
problems," sbe said. 

Knowledge of plant pests and dis- 
eases will not help Camas County 
farmers contend with killing frosls, 
such as the one that nearly wiped out 
grain crt^ in July, she concedes. But 
she should be able to lend a hand in 
diagnosing and remedying other plant 
ailments found In the valley. 

The county's extension program 
will become more crop-oriented, 
given her back^ound, Nadolny said, 
although outside help Is available for 
animal and bome-arts problems. 



Mary Lou Ruby, Gooding County's 
home extension economist, spends 
two office days a month in Nadolny's 
office on the second floor of the Camas 
County Courthouse. And a livestock 
specialist from Biiilnc County also has 
agreed to become more Involved with 
Palrfleld-^rca sheep and cattle pro- 
ducers. 

: Nadolny sees possibilities for in- 
creased rodent control and fertiliza- 
tion to improve the county's crop 
yields:' And she looks forward to 
working with programs, Inclodlng 
a new project Ibis year In downhill 
skiing. 

She lives five days a week In a 
rented house In Fairfield, commuting 
on weekends to Buhl to be with her 
husband, David, who works for As- 
grow Industri es of F iler.

'Sagging lights 
in Hagerman 
may be solved

HAGERMAN - The case of the 
sagging Christmas lights may be 
solved this year.

TUCSON (UPI) — Citing an "un- 
precedented" spirit ot compromise tiy 
water users. Rep. Morris K. Ud^l. 
D-Arli., flimounMd a settlement that

Hie plan requires congressional 
approval, Udollsald. 

Calling it a "possible model for 
water settlements all over the West, 
Udailrchalrmanof the House Interior 
committee, said Uie bill would halt a 
court battle Jeopardizing the city of 
Tucson water supply. 

"By avoiding a costly and lengthy 
court battle — in which even the 
winner Is a loser — we have ensured 
the fulure devdopmcnl and growth of 
Tucson and southern Arizona," Udall 
said. ';Wc have honored the sptrtl and 
tetter ot the law with respect to the 
Indians' water rifUils." 

Major water usersj^ln the Tucson 
Basin have agreed loTl proposal that 
would provide the Papago Tribe with 
76,000 acre-ieel of water annually tor 
use on the San Xavier Reservation 
and at Schuk Toak district near Sells, 
Udall said in an announcement Issued 
throug h his 2nd Congressional Dis- 
trict omceat Tucson. 

The amount of water to which the 
tribe would be entitled would be 
slightly more than the 70,000 acrc-Iect 
pumped in 1980 by Tucson's municipal 
water ulili^. Tucson, with a popula- 
tion of more than 330,000, is the 



largest U.S. city relying solely on 
undenCTDund water-reserves (or its 
municipal supply. '

IJ.S. District Court suit in return tor 
Colorado Water trom-the^Ccnlral. 
Arizona Project, limited pumping on 
the San Xavier Reservation and 
treated cttluent lo be purchased by 
the Interior Department from the city 
ot Tucson, Udnllsald. 

As part of the settlement, the 
Papagos would waive their rights to 
additional water from the basin, he 
said. 

The plan calls for metering ot 
groundwater pumped by the tribe, 
Udall said. Pumping woidd be subject 
to the same water conservation con- 



straints IB Imposed lii Arizona's* 
groundwater management plan. 

"This bill is the culmination ot over 
three years ot hard work, ond it has 
paid ott,'.'- Udall said. "AirintereSls

"The spirit ot compromise and de- 
liberation -which has taken place 
among my congressional office, the 
major water users In the Tucson 
Basin and the Papago Indian tribe is 
unprecedented." 

Udall said he would introduce the 
bill as the Southern Arizona Water 
Rights Settlement Act o( 1981. 

The landmark legislation will settle

Seattle paper can be saved, 
Illinois economist believes 



SEATTLE (UPI) - An Illinois 
newspaper economist says "a little 
energy, a small amount of capital and , 
a little faith" can save Ibe Seattle 
Post-lntclllgcnccr from financial 
collapse. 

Induslry analyst John Malone made 
his optimistic assessment ot the 

- newspaper's ^future ..Monday at a. 
public hearing Into a proposed Jdnt 
operating arrangement between the 
Hearst Corp.-owncd P-1 aW the rival 
Seattle Times. 

; Hearst Corp. has applied to com- 
bine all but the news and editorial 
tunctioris ot the P-1 under Times 
management. 

'When Ihcapplicallon drew tire from 
the Justice Department's antitrust 
division arid a coalition ot P-1 
employees, business and cilirens' 
groups, U.S. Attorney General 
William French Smith appointed 
Administrative Law Judge Daniel 
Hanscom to hold pufflle hearings and 
raakc a recommendation.

Malone made a study ol the Seattle 
market at the request ol William 
Dwyer. who represents opponents to 
the plan. 

Malone's concluded. "A little 
energy, a small amount ot capital and 
a little faith can put this newspaper 



(the P'l) m a strong - even a 
dominant - position in the 

Northwest." 

The economist noted that the P-1 
has a natural advantage in being the 
morning newspaper, because It has 
more time to gather the news and 
print its papers than does an afle^ 
noonpaperliHeTheTimes. 

"The trend among the bigger 
papers is certainly toward the morn- 
ing side. The morning paper has been 
having a field day, even in cities 
whert: both papers are owned by the 
same tlrm," he said. 

Malone's statistics showed that in 
major markets, there are now 50 
more morning newspapers and 35 
fewer attcmoon papers than there 
were ten years ago. 

Malone admitted he thinks it is 
actually The Seattle Times thai is In 
trouble, largely because ot the trend 
toward morning publication. 

The economist calledSeattle"a Jim 
Dandy from an advertiser's point of 
view" because ot its large middle 
class and high median income.

Game agents believe grizzly 
in attack-no 'problem bear' 



CODY, Wyo. (UPI) - Wyoming 
Game and Fish Department odiclals 
say a bear that attacked a Hulctt man 
probably was-nol-a-problcm grizzly 
Uransplantcd-to-UieSunUghl-Basln 
area, but men huntlngwitb the vlcUm 
think it was. 

Terry Klilough, the Wyoming Game 
and Fish D^artment Cody area 
manager, said the bear that attacked 
fteaver Vltto apparently was not one 
of several problem grizzlies 
transplantsd to the area northwest of 
Cody after being trapped near heavily 
iraveled U.S. Klgbway 20 last spring. 
: He said those bean were all out- 
Ottcd with radio transmitter collars to 
iponltor their movements, and the 
bear that attacked Vltto was not 
wearing a collar. 

: However, Vltto's hunting compa- 
nions said they have no doubt the bear 
was one of the problem grizzlies. 

Jack Porter of Cody, who has 
hunted and guided in the Sunlight 
area for years, said grizzlies did not 
cause any problems In the area until 
the Game and Fish Department 



transplanted the troublemakers. 

Vltto's hunting compaijlons 
speculated the bear attack Friday 
occurred because it had a fresh kill In 
-thearea.- : " 

The Game and Fish Departmeht 
sent men to the area during the 
weekend but fresh snow covered any 
evidence at the site and they found lu 
bear. 

Klilough said the danger to others in 
the area "appears to be minimal at 
present." 

Vltto, a Hulett hunting guide and 
motel owner, suffered cuts and : 
punctures on his face, bead, shoulders 
and hands that rcqulred'more than 100 
stitches toclpse. - 

KUlDUgh said Vltto tried to dive 
under a log when he saw the bear 
attacking from about 15 feet away, 
but the bear knocked him down 

Vltto drew his .44 magnum pistol 
during the attack, and fired a shot, his 
companions said, but the bullet 
missed and the bear swatted the 
revolver away. He also pulled his 



skinning knife but the bear knocked It 

away too. 

When Vltto found himself beneath 
the t>ear, and faelng it nose-tD-iiose,'hK 
grabbed It by the cheeks and kicked It 
In the^stomach, Klilough said. The 
bear turned and ran off. 

Following the attack he walked 
about half a mile to his horse, then 
rode six miles to a vehicle, for the 
4S-mllc trip to West Park Hospital Id 
Cody, Vltto's hunting companions 
said. 

He was treated and released tnm 
the hospital. 

Klilough said such an unprovoked 
bear attack Is rare, particularly out- 
side of Yellowstone and Glader na- 
tional parks. 

It also was unprecedented, Klilough 
said, because bears normally 
hibernate during this time of year. 

Vltto and his companions were 
hunting elk In the area when the 
attack occurred. 

The other men In the hunting parly 
said they were about 100 yan^ from 
the attack, and did not sec the bear.

The 
artwork consists of one red and one black horizontal 
stripe. The message inside Is a simple "Ho Ho Ho." 

The publisher Is probably laughing all the way to 
the bank. 

. In a tei'jphone interview. Pike said response to the 
l&^ard line introduced a few weeks ago has been so 
overwhelming the company plans to expand to 4d to 60 
designs next year. 

Ali the other designs so far are for everyday 
occasions such as blrthdays^nd anniversaries. They 
have plain covers, of course: A line in color and a 
simple message such as: "Generic birthday card" or 
"Generic bon voyage card." 

California Dreamers, another new publisher of 
generic cards, has Just one design: The cover line 
says, "ALL-PURPOSE GENERIC GREETING 
CARD." The message inside: "WHATEVER." The 
olive green a nd black str ipes o n the cover are a

'tokeK>ir~orihe generic label design used Dy a 
Chicago-based supermarket chain. 

Generics arc not necessarily cheaper than tradi- 
tional Christmas greeting cards. The average price 
now is 75 to 90 cents, said Milton Krlstt, editor and 
publisherof Greetings Magazine. The FourScore card 
sells for 75 cents; California Dreamers, 85 cents. 

Religious Christmas cards are also aelUng well.'^ 

In Kansas City, Mo., the public Information director 
for a major publisher said salef of Christmas cards 
with religious themes have increased every year over 
the past five years. \ 

"Probably 25 to 3S percent of the cards wo sell are 
religious designs," John Dlnardo, of Halimarh, said 
In a telephone interview, "Probably 18 to 19 pwcent 
were In 1970. 

"People tend to buy Christmas cards to express 
(heir own feelings', malce their own personal- state- 
ment. [ 

"For birthdays they buy what they think the 
recipient will like.

That warning Is from Dr. Hymie Kavin, acting director 
of the Division of Gastroenterology at Michael Reese 
Hospital and Medical Center. Chicago, who claims 
overeating can trigger a-host of Ills and that people with 
heart trouble should be especially wary.

Warnings about allergies (hat may cause holiday blues 
come from specialists in botlslle medlcttie and allergists.

Experts suggest persons with Jtnown allergies check 
ingredients of fancy holiday foods to be sure none of the 
things they are allergic to have been used In preparation. 

Dr. Warren M. Levin, ctwllrcctor of the World Health 
Medical Group In the World Trade Center, said there is 
much that people — as caters and food prq)arers — can 
do to help ensure a happy holiday season. 

He said the Increased Intake ol sugar, alcohol and fatty 
foods this lime of year multiplies chances of experiencing 
the so-called holiday blues. 

Alcohol speeds the absorption of sugar. The higher 



- sugar Intake signals the pancreas to produce extra 
Insulin, which drops the blood sugar level rapidly. When 
that happens, Levin said, the brain Is starved of Its vital 
fuel, glucose. 

He said this can result In depression, fatigue, dizziness, 
headaches and sweating. What happens depends on the 
Individual reaction. - 

Large amounts of sugar or refined carbohydrates can 
create the same effect on blood sugar levels — even 
—wilbout alu^l. -A person Is-more vulnerable If Ihe sugar 

_ovnrload goes into an emply stomach .

■ Drink wine or beer Instead of liquor. Wine has just a 12 
percent alcohol content; beer, even less. Both are 
produced by the natural process of fermentation, rather' 
lhandlstillaUon. 

■ H you want to drink hard liquor, mix It with water or 
seltzer and add only lime and lemon twists or olives. The 
combination of alcohol and sugar ts an invitation to 
depression. iSo if you're drinking the hard stuff, avoid 
sweet mixers, candlra and pastries as snacks. 

■ The Thanksgiving turkey, chicken or goose wilt be Just 
85 delicious If you remove Ihe skin before eating. Serving 
a crowd? Try two small birds Instead of one large one. 
Smaller, younger ones are less fatty . 



Kavin s Hps. meanwhile, on how to avoid hearlbtlrn or 
heart attack connected to the holiday dinne'-, include 
these; 

• Don't overeat. Eat until your appetite is satisfied, not 
until you feel stuffed. 

• Avoid fluids as you eat, Most, like soup, soda pop and 
water, merely add to the bulk In your stomach and 
ttierefore (o that stuffed feeling. Alcoholic beverages and 
coffw add acidity and Increase likelihood of heartburn. 

• Go easy on oily, greasy foods such as salad drosslnfi, - 
bacon,-pork,- skin and butler. Such f oods s lay in the 
stomach longer than other foods and as a result churn out 
more acid, which can lead to heartburn. 

■ Don't gobble your food. Nibble. And lake a break 
before dessert, allowing time for your stomach lo 
properly digest the main meal. 

• Stay erecl. A heavy meal may make you drowsy. But 
resist the feeling to lie down and nap. If you do, your 
stomach contents may back up and cause heartburn or 
other distress. Sil andlalk instead. 

If you still have problems, Kavln suggested : 
Take an antacid an hour or two before bedtime. Or lake 
■ some licorice. It contains aii anti-I nflammatory agent. 

Or help yourseir-lo some pcppcrmtnt candy, It helps an 
empty stomach and encourages fielching,

'Kidflation' hits youngsters hard

BOULDER, Colo. - Sound like familiar complaints 
from inflatloh'plapwd consumers? 

Thoy are - but the consumers talking are 12 to 14 years 
old. And Inflalhm is hitting tbem Just as hard as II Is their ■ 
parents. 

It has been dubbed "kidflallon." but it's not child's play. 
According to the Wall Street Journal, an estimated $4S 
billion Is spent annually by children 6 to 16years old. 
— What- makes-lt-extra-hard-for~lhe younger- sct. of.- 
consumers is that while the prices of essentials - such as 
albums, candy bars, comic books, sodfi pop and jeans - 
have risen steadily, their incomes haven't. 
- Only a few,«f those Interviewed here recently sald they 
get regular raises In their allowances. And almost all 
said, at their age, it's hard to get tfood-paying Jobs. 

The bottom line is, as one i<t-yt^r-old put It, "You don't ' 
do as much, and you don't buy as much." 

Beth Appel, 12, talking with friends during school lunch 
break, said, "Anything you buy has gone up so much. My 
dad tells me he used to get candy bars for 10 cents. 
They're 35 cents now." 

"You can't go to the movies or skiing as much," said 
Kim Hage, 14. "And it costs Jl.25 for a Big Mac." 

Her friend Joy HerU nodded. "I only went skiing one 
time last year because It costs so much." 

She said clothes also are a strain on a is-year-old's 
budget. "It's $19.50 for a pair of Jeans. They used to be 
$15." - 

Joy and Kim said they put clothes on layaway "because 
they cost so much" and because their baby-sitting 
salaries and allowances Just haven't kept pace. 

"I used to get 7S cents baby-sitting; now I get $i.50," 
Kim said. "But," Joy sighed, "things cost four times as 
much as before." 

John Lcderle, 14, said Rublk's cubes at $2.50 and pop, up 
from 25 cents "to SO cents hi some places," Is ridiciuous, 
especially when "we have hardlu any ways of making 
money." 



Uke other consumers, John places the blame on 
Washington.

Play , toys spur 
kids* creativity 

NEW . YORK (UP!) - Grade 
schools often tend to stress rif^lty 
and conformity although many 
experts believe creative thinking Is 
becoming more Imporiant in our rap- 
idly chan^ng worid, says educator 
James Boriand. 

"Spontaneity Isn't encouraged. In 
tbe Interest of discipline," Boriand 
says In an article in tbo December 
Issue, of Parents magazine. He is 
ctKllreclor for Columbia's Center for 
tbe Study of Education of the Gifted. 

Both Borland and Sarah Zarem, a 
doctoral candidate at Columbia Col- 
{eg& are quoted as saying creativity 
involves consistent reasoning along 
with intuitive flashes of Insist. The 
most visible sign of children's 
creativity is play, they say, because It 
gives tbem a chance to work ^me- 
. thing through with Imagination and 
creativity. 



booklet malntahis; Is that it should be 
paid regularly. 

"The child should not have to re- 
mind the parent that the altowonce Is 
due." it said. "This may be a 
humiliating experience." 

Allowances generally work better 
than "handouts" - ^ving children 
monoy-as rcquested,-the ..book-ob-.- 
servcs. Handouts make , it hard for 
children to plan spending^ because 
they never know how much money 
they will recelveor It will come. 
"Even a small allowance given on a 
Tegular basis will be more beneficial 
for a child — and for you — than a 
larger^ occasional handout," it said. 
' While much of the booklet focuses 
on helping children leam to manage 
their own money, It also encourages 
parents to include children in family 
financial planning. This give children 
better Insight Into money re- 
sponsibilities, and notes that If they 
"understand some of the money pro- 
blems a-famlly faces, they may be 
more willing to cooperate with the 
family's spending program." 

For more thorough treatment of the 
topic, "Kids and Cash" (Oak Tree, 
IS.dS) by Ken Davis and Tom Taylor 
offers parents and children practical 
approaches to handling day-to-day 
jnooey- m a n ag emen tp n tfil em s an d-lo- 
acquiring necessary money man- 
agement skills and attitudes. 

This knowlwedge once came as a 
matter of course as youngsters 
worked alongside their parents at 
home or on the farm. But In today's 
society, parents have to make a 
special effort to help their children 
Icam the mon^ skills they will need 
In later life, the authors maintain. 

Preparing children for a productive 
future Is Just one side of the coin, 
boH-ever. They also see an acceptable 
family money system as essential to 
family harmony. TbiS, they wrote 
their book out of conviction that "few 
aspects of family life seem to offer as 
much potential for trouble as does 
money." 

From interviews with parents, 
schoolcbUdren-and nallnnal leaders., 
they compiled an anecdotal and 
practical ^de to bow the economic 
system works and bow families use 
and misuse money, as well as an 
imaginative and exhaustive cache of 



money-making ideas for young people 
of varying ages and talents. 

From Consumers Union, a national 
nonprofit product-testing and con^ 
Burner advisory organization that 
publishes Consumer Reports for 
adults, comes Penny Power, a "con- 
sumer reports Just for kids." 
___.Gearcd.for_children_ages_8 through. 
12, it uses comics, pullout posters and 
stories to give children Imporiant 
consumer lnf<Rination on the products 
they buy and use — everything from 
breakfast cereals to fast-food 
burgers, blue Jeans to lO-specd bikes.

Safety a key to enjoying toys 



NEW YORK (NEA) - Anyone who has seen a child 
Insist on taking a cherished new loy (be 11 doll, truck or 
Ijogo stick!) to' bed understands the expression "likc*a 
Cbtldwlttianewloy." 
"■"However," proper-storage o( toys Is important- forllieir 
maintenance and serves as a vital lesson In responsibility 
for a child. 

Responsible use and storage extends loy life and 
prevents accidents. Taking a few moments to determine a 
safe storage place for'foys will result In (ewen)rokcn or 
lost "favorites," according to the Toy Manufacturers of 
America, InerlTMAh.'the toy Industry trade association. 
: Pew children arc tjom.wlth the innate sense of order 
that most adults have learned. Tell the child that toys are 
just as important as other family possessions and must 
(lavc their own storage. place, such as clothing, kitchen 
utensils and garden tools. ' 

1 As a child imitates the adult world through play, he will 
„ team that, like adults, he must put things back where Ihcy 
belong. ■ - 

: "Stress the safety factor. If there are younger children in 
HieHKiuschold, explain that the child can help prevent a 
fiatiy brother or sister from being tiurt by toys meant for 
older children.' Most children will eagerly accept the 
Qnportant role of "policeman" in prolecling younger 
^rottiers and sisters. 

• Try to get a child Into the habit of collecting Joys every 
night at a certain lime so that it becomes a daily ritual. 
Perhaps children and parents can examine toys together 
every night, which gives parents a chance to check the 
condition of toys for repairs or to sec If a toy, should be 
discarded. 



How to store a child's toy^ will depend on the family 's 
space itmllatlons a^d^way of living. Decide where outdoor 
toys such as blSycIcs, Q-a^nS.Tidlng v;!ricles; etc.. sbsuld 
be kept lo protcct'thcm from the cicmcnis. Large bicycle 
hooks can be-i»ed-lo-)iDng-these-vehtcle&-when-thcrc-arc- 
space limitations. Make sure thai storing these toys will 
not present a safety or tire hazard. 

Marbles, Jacks and games and toys which ha™ small 
pieces should always be kept out of the reach of young 
children by storing In obnjainprs and putllng^lhcm on a 
high shelf or locking them In a closet. Adult supervision is 
a must (or Items such as chemistry sets and electrical 
toys, boEn during use andsloragc. 

A child should have an area whore toys can be played 
with and/or stored, in a bedroom, family room or 
basement. To determine the best type of storage area, 
check the child's toys: Number, shapes, sizes and the 
child's favorite toys. Make sure "favorites" are easy to 
get to. 

If most of the toys can be put in a toy chest, there are 
many inexpensive varieties en ihc market. Sturdy 
■ polyethylene units with easily removable lids are ideal for 
storage and. when empty, double as toys themselves. 
Children can choose from toy storage containers deco- 
rated with Ihdr favorite movie, TV and storybook 
character: bascbnil-and football team logos; or shaped 
like frogs, pigs,' circus elephants, dogs, .whales, .trains, 
boats and even fruit and space capsules! 
' Some have lids with playscts on lop, such as doll houses, 
stores and miniature racetracks; others arc child 
furniture that turn Into-storage units when playtime is. 
done.

In a report to the Washington-based 
-Better Sleep Council, the researcher 
said the subjects were more alert and 
less likely to (all asleep during the day 
after nights of longer sleep. 

She said the degree of sleep loss 
varies from person to person, as docs 
it&lmpacUm dally, life. Sleepiness in 
some may cause an unpleasant or 



uncomfortable feeling, a lack of abili- 
ty to function at peak or an irritability 
that the Individual may not altribute 
to sleepiness. 

Or, the researcher adds, sleepiness 
could cause people to nod oft re- 
peatedly during the day. 

Falling asleep or feeling sleepy 
during the day m^y present a signifl' 
cant danger or risk for people in 



hazardous occupations or (or airline 
pilots and long distance truck or bus 
drivers.

Retired executive-craftsmen guild formed to put elders to worki 



STOCKTON, Iowa (DPI) - Robert 
Richardson Is oul to lap one or 
America's under-developed re- 
sources: theelderly. - ■ 

Richardson founded the Retired 
Executives-Craflsmatjs Guild In 
.January. He wants eventually to go 
. nationwide with the program, which 
' Is patterned after the Junior 
Achievement program for youth.. 
_ JiWc^want_to.mnl(e_lt so .anybpdy_. 
who Is retired, regardless of their 
skills, can go to work part time to 
keep active both mentally and phyal- 
cally and sltl) have Uie nexibillly to 
enjoy the bcne/fts of retirement." lie. 
said. 

Under the program, retired 
craftsmen are put to work recondl* ■■ 
tloning multiple drill spindles for such 
firms as Deere and Co,-and-CaterpilL_ 
lar. 

"We recondition the spindles and 
can return the unit for about one-fifth 
the cost of a new one," Richardson 
said. "So while the companies are 
providing work for the retirees, we In 
turn are providing them a product 
back that equals e new one and cuts 
costs." 

So far about five retirees are 
employed In the makeshift shop set up 
at the Superior Manufacturing Co. In 
Stockton and 20 others are on a 
wailing list, Richardson said, 
, , "We'll probably be putting on more 
Workers in the next couple weeks to 
handle the Increased work load," he" 
said. "We've been bringing on cus- 
tomers gradually. We want toprovlde 
an exceptional service to our custom- 
ers rather than getting 150 orders and 
not being able to serve them all 
properly."

Winter Is coming. 

Young and middle-agged folks may 
welcome the winter with words like 
"brisk," exciting" and "refreshing." 

But older people will check 
thrcfldbaro overcoats — It they have 
them. In very cold weather, they will 
bundle up and wear several layers of 
sweaters and underwear. These 
garmcls may keep them warm when 
they are forced to go outdoors. 

It will not matter too much If they 
shiver a bit at home. Or so they think. 
As they see It, the main thing Is not to 
catch a cold that my turn Into pneu- 
monia, 

But even more dangerous to old 
people Is the possibllty of contracting 
''accidental hypothermia" — a medi- 
cal term that translates to mean 
"subnormal temperatures of the 
human body." 

If left untreated, the disease can be 
fatal. The condition Is particularly 
dangerous to seniors. For example, 
tho incidence of hypothermia Is five 
times greater for people over 75 than 
_(oclhoseund_er75:_ - .. . 

Specific rates of accldentaP 
hypothermia among the US. elderly 
.have not been determined. But a 
survey In Great Britain found that 3.6- 
percent of those over age 64 admitted 
to hospitals, during winter had body 
temperatures below 9S degrees, the 
level at which a person Is considered 
hypothermic. 

Accidental hypothermia is difficult 
to diagnose clinically. It can go un- 
detected when ordinary clinical 
thermometers are used. Special 
low-reading thcmometers are ns 
quircd.for positive recognition of the 
condition. 

Yet, a survey of 243 hospital 
emergency rooms made by physi- 
cians at New York's Mount Sinai 
Hospital revealed these , startling 
facts: 

• Only 20 percent of hospitals had 
low-reading thermometers in their 
emergency rooms. 

• An additional 30 percent had some 
access to low-reading thermometers. 
But whether the doctors know where 
In the hospital to find these thermom- 
eters Is anybody's guess. 

• The most dismal fact is that 50 
percent of the hopital emergency 
rooms had no ready access to low- 
reading thermometers. 

Obviously, American hospitals need 
to be better prepared to delect and 
treat older people with hypothermia. 

Just as obviously, the elderly need 
to keep their homes warm enough (at 
least above 65 degrees) to stave off 
hypothermia, But the cost of heating a 
house — any house — will be higher 
this winter than many poor, older 
, Americans can afford. 

The social sen'lces. the offices for 
senior citizens, the para medical or- 
ganizations and the other groups that 
serve older Amcrlcaiis know the cold 
facts very w61i. 

_What, .then..ls called for In this 
looming emergency? 

Social-service organizations in 
every community should organile to 
keep the eldery warm this winter. 
States should start the program with a 
ringing call for ocllon. Cities and 
counties should offer leadership. The 
-weli-to-do^uld-be asked to make 
donations. 

Yes, the drive to keep our homes 
warm should beorganzied from top to 
bottom. Business, banks and commu- 
nity organizations should be part of 
this drive.

- WASHINGTON (UPI) - America's 
4i6 million' elderly arc worse off flnan- 
:clally and less satisfied wllh Miif Uian 
a few years ago, but sllll have an 
."unquenchable optimism," says a 
■new Louis Harris poll. 

Among the poll's major findings 
I were strong support for Social Sccuri- 
iy across all age groups, a willingness 
Jo pBj^hlgber payroll taxes to keep the 
retirement system afloat and opposl- 
■tion to mandatory retirement. 

The poll, commissioned by the Na- 
.Uonal Council on the Aging and re- 
leased last week, said senior citizens 
are less checjful than In 1974 when a 
similar suhwy was taken.

No one yet knows what causes 
arthritis. No one has found a cure. 
Medical science has dcvclt^ drugs 
thnt reduce inflammation and pain, 
and treatments to correct deformities 
and prevent future damage, but the 
most common prescription for arthri- 
tis is still: "Uarn to live with It." - 

At best, this means living' with 
occasional pain, stiffness and- dis- 
comfort. At worst, it means living 
with constant pain and crippling dls- ' 
ability, with radical changes in living. 
It means a lifetime commitment- to 
programs of medication and treat- 
ment. Most difficult of all, it means 
learning to live with the attitudes and 
reEponsosofothcrpcopIo, - 

Unfortunately, "other people" tend 
to regard, arthritis as a "nuisance" 
affliction, something that happens lo 
old folks. Advertising campaigns, for 
over-thc-countcr '^medications that 
"relieve the minor aches and pains of 
arthritis" reinforce that misconcep- 
tion, says the Arthritis Foundation. 
There Is nothing "minor" about it. 
Arthritis strikes from infancy to old- ' 
age. it'can change lives, strain mar- 
riages, end careers. 

Children don't understand why their 
mother can't get out of bed in. the 
morning to help them dress. A 
husband cannot understand why his 
once-actlvc wife no longer enjoys 
going for walks. Employers cad't 
understand why an employee can 
function one day and be flattened In 
bed the next. Families and friends 
sometimes suspect the patient of 
faiclng or exaggera tin g. 

AndTfaecause aBEfiBTonen doesn't 
"show," nearly every one finds It 
hard to believe that people who look 
well can be really sick. 

"The thing we bear most often Is 
'but you look too healthy (or too 
young) to have arthritis,' " said 
Frances Mason, 36, who has had 
arthritis since age 17. A volunteer at 
the New York City office of the 
Arthritis Foundation, Mason Is found* 
er of a mutual-support group for 
arthrltlcs bttwccn 2t and 40. 

"It's almost easier to IWo with It 
now that I have these lumps and limps

Rose hips 
as colorful 
as flowers

Fall can be a lime of adventure In 
your rose garden. 
' Occasionally during summer, even,' 
spent rose is not cut from the bush, 
These stragglers fade, and their 
petals fait off. All that remains Is a 
small knob with a fringe of whiskers 
at one end. 

As the summer continues, the knob 
cnlqrgcs and may change color. It 
may become orange, red or yellow. 
This knob is called a rose hip, and this 
Is the time of year to collect them. 
Rose blps can be very attractive. In 
facti on the old-fashioned roses, such 
as Rosa galllca, the hips cover the 
bush Inn display that almost equals 
that of the flowers. 

Although tho old-fashioned species 
put on the best blp dlsplior, some 
hybrid tea roses also produce an 
occasional hip. When the hips are 
plentiful, as with Rosa galllca, they 
can be made Into Jelly. Smaller hips 
arc dried and made Into rose hip lea. 

These hips arc said to be unusually 
high In vitamin C if eaten raw.

TWIN FALLS - The Magic Valley 
Memorial Hcspltal board has voted to 
lake a $7,500 legal gamble - a gamble 
that could net the hospital more than 
$120,000, 

The board of directors voted Mon- 
day to participate In a lawsuit against 
the federal government, In &n attempt 
to force the revision ol Medicare 
reimbursement rules. 

Tfie board authorized the ad- 
ministration to spend at least 17,500, 
the minimum fee for participating in 
~ the'group'appeair bul'ool' more' lhah"

Spurred by a major accounting 
firm, several hotpilalB have formed 
the Rocky Mountain States Group 
Appeal Program.'Under the program,' 
a suit will' be filed against the 
Medicare administration to ask for 
changes In reimbursement rules. 

Medicare presently reimburses 
only for "allowable" costs, which are 
not necessarl^ the full costs of pro* 
vldlng patient care. 

MVMH controller Scott Richardson 
said that because Medicare does not 
take Into account such things as 
malpractice Insurance, the hospital

Can jail hold inmates 
more than 6 months?

TWIN FALLS - Judge Theron 
Ward has been asked to decide 
whether persons can be sentenced to 
serve more than tlx months In the 
Twin Falls County Jail. 

That quesUm has. been posed U> 
Ward In the form of a 'county Jail 
inmate's application for a writ of 

habeas corpus. - 

The application was filed in Fifth 
District Court on Tuesday on behalf of 
22-year-old Chris Grammer of Buhl. 
Grammer has served six montbi of a 
one-year Jail term for bis convlctiORS 
on charges of resisting on officer and 
possession of marijuana. 
~ In his application, Grammer con- 
tends that the county Jail's Class-B 
rating prohibits Sheriff James Muon 
from holding a prinoer In that facility 
longer than six monthi. 

The county Jail received that 
classification under guldetlnei 
-established' by^-tbe^Idabo Sheriffs 
Association and the Idaho Association 
ofCountles; . . 

Accordhig to Munn, those standards 
provide for a four-month maximum 
detention period for prisoners boused 
In a Class-B jail; But the sheriff said 
Wednesday that tbe standards are 
simply an agreement betweeo 
sheriffs and county commlsalonen 
throughout the state. The standards 
hBVB never been enacted by the 
Legislature, and do not carry tne

Judge Daniel Me^ denied two 
such motions In Fifth District Court, 
and two of the other applications were 
later withdrawn by the Inmates, 

Under a writ of habeas corpus, a 
prisoner can call his Jailers into court 
and compel them to Justify his hi- 
earceratton. In this latest case, 
■Grammer alleges that extensive In--: 
corceratloQ lo the county jail has 
proved, damaging to hit health. He 
claims that be Is suffering from tkin 
disease and bed sores, which, be says, 
"lo all probability is a result of 
inadequate fresh air and sunlight, ai 
well as absolutely no exercise facili- 
ties." 

Requiring the Grammer to remain 
any longer in the facility violates hli 
ri^t to due process of law and "rlBca 
to Ui6 l&Vfil til auel. ttiHl uuusuah- 
punlshment," the application stales.

relief pitcher in baseball history to he 
named Cy Young Award winner and 
MVP in thesame season. 

Pingers, 35, who won the Cy Young 
Award three weeks ago, became the. 
first relief pitcher In AL history to win 
the MVP and the first AL hurlcr since 
Vldn Blue to capture both the MVP 
and Cy Young hopors In a, single - 
season. Blue, a starting pllaWr, ac- 
complished the feat in 1971 with Uie 
Oakland A's. 

?rhe Brewers' rubbery-armed 
ri^t-hsndcr garnered IS first-place 
vfites from tbe 2&-man panel and 
finished with a total of 319. points. 
Henderson, the only flayer other than 
Fingers to be hamed on all ballots, 
ciptiutKl 12 first-place voles and 30S 
p61iits, A lirst'place vole for team- 
mate Tony Armas probably cost 
I^ndcrson the award. 

'Baltimore first baseman Eddie 
Afurray was third In the balloting with 
l44 votes, Boston's Dwight Evans had

bags or autoiiiatic seat belts - took effect as 
orlginally,planaed beginning with 1882 model cars. 

Jlast April, Administrator Raymond Peck of the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Admlnlstrallon 
ddaycd the effective dale of impiementlon tor one 
year. ' ■ ■ 

: .Then 'last month, he scraptied it ai'together - 
despite a recommendation by the agency's staff 
-thjit-it-fae-re ta lncd-^-on-grounds-thg-lndustry 
ptanned to manufacture self-closing belts that could 
be too easily di^conneeted. 

Dn^lDg tKe' standard could cost society $20 
billion to $40 blttlon a year Injnedlcal payments, 
Social Security, rehabilitation and other costs, the 
Insurers groiip said. 

"Unquestlonably.-NHTSA has the legal authority 
to modify or .rescind the automatic restraints 
requirements.^^ said Lowell Beck, presldent*elect of 
the association. "But the administrator cannot' act 
oh whim or p<^n^l desire." 



The suit maintains the decision was contrary to 
the National Traffic and Motor Vehicle Safety Act 
of 1966, which created the safety agency and directs 
it to Issue performance standards that wlii reduce 
motor vehicle accidents. 

Beck said the suit was unprecedented for the 
insurance industry and, "We're taking a stand on 
this Issue because this is the ohe that clearly affects 
the most lives." 

An association position paper said, "There are 
few more conservative businesses than insurance: 
yet the occupant crash protection standard has bad 
the support of virtually lOQ percent of the insurance 
business." 

The group was Joined in the suit, filed In the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals f or the District o_f_ Col- 



umbTaTby the AulomdbWOwners Action Council, a 
•consumer group dealing with automotive com- 
plaints. 

State Farm Insurance Co., which writes about is 
percent of the country's auto Insurance policies, has 
filed its own suit. 

The two other main insurance groups — the 
American Insurance Association, which writes 
about 30 perceni of the policies, and the Alliance of 
.American Insurers — support the standard but 
have not yet determined how to proceed on Uk 
Issue.

"Public officials looked beyond my gender, to my 
talents," Mrs. O'Connor told about 200 stale of- 
ficials and workers duijng the 20-minute ceremony. . 
^r,li]RevIewlng lier l&-years of public service in 
^j;izona,-Mrs.' O'Connor noted that In I96S she was 
'"able to get ftjob.as an assistant attorney general 
Jwhen not many women" were In that position. In 
n969, she pointed out, she was appointed to the stale 



Senate by an ail-male county board of supervisors. 

'it is not Sanilra O'Connor who has brought honor 
to the state of Arizona, it Is the state of Arluuia that 
has brought honor to Sandra O'Connor," said the 
Justice. 

"It was this city and this state that gave me a 
chance to serve," Mrs. O'Connor said. 

Gov. Bruce Babbitt presented the justice with his 
"Sandra Day O'Connor Day," proclamation, saying 
she has "touched our lives as a public servant." 

"Here is a genuine American hero from right In' 
our midst," Babbitt said. 

Arizona Supreme Court Chief Justice 'Fred 
Struckmeyer drew a laugh from Mrs. O'Connor arid 
the crowd with his brief qieech:
